AN ODD COUi'UKATION, 


WHAT MRS. MARY. TYLER DID TO 


SAVE HER HEIRS TROUBLE. 


She Transferred Nearly All Hor Property 


to mi Incorporated Organization Called 


"The 
Tylrr 
liatute"—Real Estate in 


Sevi-nil Cities. 
Among the property items which the 


•jity is trying to acquire title to for the 
proposed Ninth regiment armory in 
Fourteenth street is a lot belonging to 
the Tyler estate. The Tyler estate is a 
novelty among the corporations of the 
country. 
U is not the estate of a tie- 


censed person, as one would naturally 
infer from the title, but i3 the estate of 
n wealthy western widow, who has had 
her real estate holdings capitalized and 
a stock company fanned to take and hold 
the titles to it. Her object is said to be 
to so arrange the titles to her property 
that when she comes to dispose of' it by 
her will there will be the least possible 
opportunity left to disappointed relatives 
to contest her will and drag her name 
and private history into the courts and 
before the public. 


The certificate of incorporation of the 


estate recites that it was organized un- 
der the laws of Missouri as a corporation 
for manufacturing and business pur- 
poses, and is called "The Tyler Estate." 
It was organized under the legal advice 
and direction of Henry Hitchcock, of the 
St. Louis bar, a lawyer of that western 
city, who is said to have assured his cli- 
ent ''iat the laws of Missouri authorized 
thi' i .-ganization and formal incorpora- 
tion of real estate corporations. 


The founder and principal proprietor 


of the Tyler estate is Mrs. Mary Law- 
rence Tyler, widow of Robert Tyler, of 
Louisville. She is said to be worth sev- 
eral millions, principally in landa and 
property in this city, Philadelphia, Lou- 
isville, St. Louis and other places, all of 
which, however, she has conveyed to the 
Tyler estate, taking the stock of the pe- 
culiar corporation in payment. The es- 
tate is capitalized at $500,000, but that 
does not begin to represent the actual 
value of the property it owns. 


THE LAW IN SEVERAL STATES, 


The real estate records of this county 


show the transfer of two pieces of prop- 
erty to the estate by Mrs. Tyler in Feb- 
ruary, 1888, the time when the corpora- 
tion was formed. One of the items is 
the lot in Fourteenth street, which is 
wanted by the city for armory purposes, 
and the other is a business building and 
lot in Crosby street, between Broome and 
Spring streets. The city authorities and 
the representatives of the estate could 
not agree upon the price to be paid by 
the city for the Fourteenth street lot and 
condemnation proceedings have there- 
fore been begun, wherein the price will 
be fixed by a commission. 


But the principal interest in the affair 


attaches to the corporation itself. Many 
devices have been resorted to in times 
past by wealthy people who had large 
estates to dispose of by will to prevent 
the quarreling of heirs over the manner 
in which the property has been distrib- 
uted by the owner in his or her will, but 
this is the first instance ever heard of in 
which a private person, having no desire 
or intention of going into business, where 
some occasion for forming a limited lia- 
bility corporation might exist, has vol- 
untarily had her property capitalized 
and represented in stocks and bonds. 


In some of the states corporations for 


the purpose of holding titles to real es- 
tate are prohibited by law. New York 
is1 said to be one of these states and HU- 
nois another. But they are apparently 
sanctioned by tho laws of Missouri, and 
the laws of this state permit the holding 
of title to real estate by any corporation 
organized under the laws of any other 
state, the laws of which authorize the 
existence of a corporation for the pur- 
pose stated. 


HOW THE SCHEME MAY WOEK. 


Who the present officers of the Tyler 


estate are could not be ascertained, nor 
any statement regarding the details of 
the organization—whether the corpora- 
tion has more than one executive officer, 
how the property is managed by the 
officers, or in what manner transfers of 
real estate belonging to such a corpora- 
tion could bo made so as not to affect the 
value of its shares or to impair the secur- 
ity of the bonds. How long a lifo such 
a corporation could have is a question, 
furthermore, which no lawyer could an- 
swer offhand. 


But it is claimed for it that the prop- 


erty can in this manner bo held together 
for long periods of years, whereas, un- 
der ordinary conditions, no sooner is a 
wealthy person's will filed for probate 
than a long contest begins in the courts 
between the various heirs over the man- 
ner of its distribution among them. 


By incorporating, as Mrs. Tyler has 


done, it is declared that all trouble of 
this character is done away with. The 
testatrix wills not her property, but a 
certain number of shares of her estate 
to each heir, who is limited by his op- 
portunities to either accept or reject 
them. This, however, still leaves the 
contesting heirs opportunities to fight 
over the distribution of the shares. 


But Mrs. Tyler expects to get the bet- 


ter of this class of heirs by giving away 
tho shares to the persons she desires to 
have them before her demise. The cor- 
poration, as said, is a novel one, but, 
like the trust, may prove to be only the 
forerunner of many which will be or- 
ganized as soon as the legal status of the 
Tyler estate shall have been passed upon 
by somo competent legal tribunal.—New 
York Times.

THE STATE ASSESSORS ACT. 


The Virginia City Enterprise, which 


adrocatcd the passage of the State Board 
of Assessors and Equalization Act, ami 
defended it uutil public indignation 
against it wa« nt its 
height, when, 


doubtless, deeming discretion the better 
part of valor, it had nothing to say on 
the subject, has again found courage to 
defend the measure. In yesterday's is>ue 
it says: 


"Some of the State papers tint were 


deceived by falsehoods in relation to the 
equalization law and the Board are now 
showing their courage of conviction and 
honesty of purpose by giving credit 
where credit is due. 
The motives for 


the original opposition 
were almost 


purely political animosity: the oppo- 
nents "saw a chance to attack the Repub- 
lican party through one of its acts, and 
omitted no plea by which they might 
arouse antagonistic or jealous feelings 
among the people. 
Joined eventually 


by every disappointed politician, and by 
many who thoughtlessly believed there 
was something wrong because the noise 
was so great, they were encouraged by 
thair own din until some of them seemed 
to think they were to ride into power 
over the ruins of the law.'' 


The Enterprise, it will be observed, 


claims the Act as a Republican measure 
and charges that political animosity was 
the underlying cause of the opposition to 
the bill. 
This is as bad as onr contem 


porary's assertion one day 'that ths Dem- 
ocratic press only cast suspicion upon 
the Acl aud those appointed to carry out 
its provisions,' and a few day's later, 
when the storm of public opinion was nt 
its height, claiming that it opposed the 
bill throughout. 


The Enterprise, for some reason, per- 


sists in asserting that only disappointed 
politicians are opposed 
to the bill, 


though the Governor publicly proclaims 
that he was against the assessors feature 
of it from its inception. 
It 'lefonds the 


Act too ou purely political grounds, 
though every candid person in the Stato, 
who beUcTca in fair play, admits that no 
three men, however upright aud iocor 
ruptible they tuny 
be, should 
linvo 


authority to place a valuation on prop- 
erty which they never saw, and of which 
they know nothing except what infurma 
tioa they derive from prejudiced persons, 
whose names they withhold from 
the 


public. 


The fact that railroads may be assessed 


proportionately higher or lower than 
other property, should not be considered 
in the discussion of the Act. The Board 
after two weeks or more deliberation, as 
sessed the Central Pacific Railroad ni 
|14,000 per mile. Theu the Enterprise 
commended the act of the Board, as it 
also did when the Board made a horizon 
till raise in the valuation of property, 
other than railroads, aud notified hun 
ilrccls of property holders throughout the 
State of individual rnises, though muc 
of the property of those Individuals hni 
never been seen by the Board nor by auy 
of its members. Now, the Board, unable to 
stem the tide of public dissatisfaction 
and possibly to show the absurdity o: 
the Act, abandons the proposition 
to 


raise Individuals, reduces the horizonta 
raise on individual property and adds a 
horizontal raise to its own valuation o 
railroad*, and yet the Enterprise indorses 
its action. 
When a newspaper ij so 


prejudiced and one-sided as the Enter 
prise and endorses every act of its parti- 
sans, however inconsistent, it 
deceives 


only itself when it imagines that it is de- 
ceiving its renders. 


The Dakota courts are creating sur-

Captain C. C. Warner, United States In- 
iau Agent for Nevada baa received a dis- 
Btcb from Moaida, Montana, informing 
tim of the death of Sarah Winnemucaa, 
he Piute Princess, which occurred on the 
6th instant. Sarah was visiting her sis- 
er, who is married to a white man, at the 
[me of Lnr death, 
The Pints 'Princess was a remarkab'.e 
oinan. When a child she was taken by 


her grandfather, Captain Truokee, who 
jilotvd John C. Freemont across the Sierra 
Nevada to San Jose, California. 
She at- 


ended the Sisters' school at Mission, San 
ose, and acquired a fair knowledge of the 


English language. Subsequently she re- 
amed to her tribe and acted as interpre- 
er when General George Crook made 
eace with the northern Piutes, and made 


arrangements by which a reservation was 
stablished for the Pintes and Weisars at 
dalhenr Lake, Oregoa. She accompanied 
General O. O. Howard on his expedition 
against the Bannocks in 1878, and after- 
wards went East, and under the auspices 


f Miss Elizabeth Peabody, lectured through 


New England and published "Life Among 
he Piutes," a volume of two or three hun- 
dred pages. She taught an Indian sihool 
at Lovelocks which was supported by Miss 
Peabody oud otner Eastern philanthro- 
pists. 


About twenty years ago she married Lieu- 


tenant Bartlett, who was stationed at Fort 
HcDermlt and went with him to Wyoming. 
He was dismissed from the service, and 
Sarah 
returned West. 
Afterward she 


married a soldier named Hopkins, who ac- 
oompanied her on her 
lecturing tour 


through the East and spent nil the money 
she made. He was a well-educated, hand- 
some young man and au inveterate gambler. 
He died some years ago, and since then, 
until her recent visit to Montana, Sarah 
lived with her tribe on a ranch near Love- 
locks given bar and her brother Naohes by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company.

For the last dozen years h 
has been a resident of Reno, and hia serv 
ices as a mediator between his own trib 
and the Waslioes are frequently in de 
mand.

The doctor told us this story of the 


skull, which proved romantic und inter- 
esting: Many years before Ted's visit the 
elder Booth had played an engagement 
in Natchez.
